Mr. Gladstone on -the Irish Church, 
and accused Lord Russell of vacillation of 
opinion on the question. He said that 
the resolves adopted by only one House of 
Parliament were without binding force on 
Crown; but If a Bill was doly passed it 
would then be obligatory. He criticised 
Earl Bussel's altered views on the sub- 
ject, and hoped that by the defeat of this 
scheme Ireland would be freed from dis- 
cord. 

Lord Russell followed. He said he- 
was amazed to see Lord Derby opening 
rjiia question here while it was yet pending 
in the Lower House. He declared, with 
much earnestness, that the peace of Ire- 
land was the aim of bis life. He defended 
his course 'on the ground that inconsis- 
tency in means was not incompatible with 
consisteocy in the end sought to be aitain- 
ed. He acknowledged that be preferred 
his own plan . for the solution of the diffi- 
culties in Ireland, but accepted the plan 
of Mr. Gladstone as the most practicable 
under the circumstances. If the resolves 
pass the House, he should submit an ap- 

EfOpriate Bill, which he believed would 
e sustained by the House of Commons 
and by the public opinion of the country, 
aid would, without doubt, command the 
assent of the House of Lords. He ex- 
pressed the hope that the Ministry would 
not attempt to influence the Crown ad- 
versely to the will of the House of Com- 
mons, as a collision between the Crown 
and the House of Commons would be most 
deplorable. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. Dis- 
raeli, in answering a question from the 
Opposition benches, said the Ministry 
wished for the fullest discusion of the 
Irish Church question. 

Mr. Gladstone hoped that the debate 
would not delay the business of the House, 
and in that light deplored the time wasted 
last night in party recrimination. 

London, April 29.— The first witness 
who testified in the trial of Burke and 
others was the notorious informer Cory- 
den, not Corridon.

Melancholy Event. 

A fearful case of supposed poisoning 
occurred yesterday, by which three chil- 
dren lost their lives. The father is a man 
named Bocock, who lives on Col. Well's 
Hill, on Davenport Road, a few miles 
beyond the city limits, and is a drover by 
trade. Tho children partook of Indian 
meal _ porridge for brcakfiist yesterday 
morning, having eaten nothing since tho 
previous evening at supper. Very shortly 
after breakfast three of the children were 
scited with severe sickness, and a doctor 
was sent for from YorkviUc. Before ho 
could arrive, however, two of the sufferers, 
a boy of 12, named George, and a girl of 
about 9, w£ro beyond all human aid, hay- 
ing expired two hours after tho fatal meal, 
which is supposed to have caused their 
death. The other, a girl of about thrco, 
lingered until evening in great pain, when 
she also died, in spite of nil efforts for her 
recovery.

• In the introduction of the Budget dur- 
ingthe present session, and the debate con- 
sequent thereon, we have the first correct 
data by which to estimate the real effects 
of Confederation^ and our actual position 
under the new regime. Before entering 
on a discussion of the questions of interest, 
we may say a few words as to the Minister 
of Finance. The fceliog animating Upper 
Canada during the administration of Mr. 
Gait was, that, although a man of un- 
doubted talent and great administrative 
capacity, his looso and careless extrava- 
gance in expenditure detracted groatly 
from his general usefulness, whilo his 
manifest partiality for Montreal rendered 
him specially objectionable to this Pro- 
vince. The situation is, in many respects, 
easier for Mr. Itoso, who, as Finance 
Minister of the Dominion, ib far more 
master of the position than was ever the 
fortune of Mr. Gait, while the former is 

not subject to the same disturbance from 
conflicting sectional interests. Again, hav- 
ing, ns wo may say, tho inauguration of a 

new system of Finance, tho opportunity was 
favourable for boldly striking out aline of 
policy which should, ere long, place tho Do- 
minion in a position of independence ns to 
pecuniary means. But wo fail to see that 
Mr. Hose has avsiJcd himself of thesoadvan 
tages ; his system is to the full as objec- 
tionable as over was that of Mr. Gait, 
whilo ho by no means shows thc-samo 
skill in Iho rnonagement of tho subject 
In public, as well as in private affajre, 
prosperity can only bo attained by keep- 
ing Uto expenditure within the inooruo. 
With our many and great national advan- 
tages, were a prudent course pursued for 
a few years, tho Dominion would ho free 
of financial embarrassment, and its states- 
men no longer driven to humiliating shifts 
for tho temporary suBtcntation of our 
credit. We do not mean to infer that it 
is disadvantageous for nations to occasion- 
ally, as wo may say, discount their futuro 
resources in tho construction of works 
needful or desirablo \n tho promotion of 
enterprise, with their concomitants of in* 
creased wealth and comforts to the pcoplo, 
For more than ono reason, for instance, 
the Intercolonial Railway is a national 
necessity ; but .while wo aro mindful of 
our responsibility in this respect, it wore 
woll if tho most careful economy is used, 
not only in its construction, but in the 
choice of the routes The action of the

We are burdened with 
a taxation far {go high for a country like 
this, making- living very expensive and 
business unprofitable'; nor need wo expect 
an increase of prosperity so long as tliis 
weight of taxation increases atuu even or 
greater ratio than tho material advance- 
ment of tho country. If we could only 
keep taxation where it is now for tho next 
decade, our iricreusing resources would 
lighten the load ; hut we see little chance 
of improvement! in our condition while we 
each year spend beyond the furthest limit 
# of our means, and resort each year to 
fresh taxation to supply tho deficiency. 
Tho Ministry is, without doubt, very 
strong, both in tho Senate nnd Commons, 
yet good might have been done had tho 
Opposition acted with due regard to states- 
manship in their opposition. But they 
were and are ever too anxious to find fault 
any measuro introduced, simply if Minis- 
terial, to attain much weight in do- 
hate. They, for example, without reason, 

denounced tho proposed impost on coal 
oil. Now, wo era by no means favourable 
to frequent alterations in tho tariff or ex- 
cise, as tending, wo think, to disturb 
trade; 'yet we believe it was excellent 
policy to impose this tax on petroloum. 
It ib an artiolo in general use, and at so 
low a prico that tho [rate Imposed would 
novcr bo folt by the consumer, whilo tho 
revenue derived therefrom would bo largo. 

Wo shall rcservo for nnpthor artiolo our 
remarks on tlto effcot tho Govornmont 
policy in raising money has had on tho 
banks and general business of tho country.

yesterday (Monday) afternoon no email 
exertexnent'iras orated in^tff*»rte^ 
became known that, under authority direct 
from the Government^ four persona had 
been arrested on suspicion or either Fe- 

nisnismr- or- eomethbg -eonneoted there- 
with. . The news spread like wild-fire, 
and as usual lost nothing by being re- 
peated. The number was rapidly magni- 
r>ed lo-eight, then, to ■■ twelve,- and before 
midnight it was believed by many that 
not less than thirty Hibernians had been 
captured. Of course, these stories were 
mere exaggerations. Four, and four only, 
were arrested in Toronto, though it is not 
improbable that further arrests were made 
in other places. The authorities appear 
to have been quietly working the matter 
up for the last few weeks, and having 
gathered .pretty reliable information they 
come to .tbe conclusion to at once arrest 
the most prominent of the suspected par- 
tics, leaving the smaller fry to seek shelter 
and protection across the lines. It would 
be useless to incumber our prisons with 
other than the chiefs, who may be made 
such an example of as will put an end to 
Fcniani&m in Canada, for a few years at 
all events, and by that time the entire 
institution will have cut ita own throat. 

* * * * at a meeting of the Execu- 
tive held at Ottawa on Saturday, it was 
resolved that the printing of^L such 
seditious publications should at once be 
stopped, and their sale forbidden ; and that 
tbe heaviest penalties of the law ebould 
be strictly enforced agaicBtany one setting 
this decree at de6ance. Mr. Gilbert Mc- 
Miken, the stipendiary magistrate, was 
entrusted under a special commission with 
full powerB to enforce the law, and acting 
upon his instructions, detectives were sent 
round to notify the newsdealers at Ottawa 
on Saturday afternoon of the determina- 
tion of the Executive on the subject. 
Postmasters have also been ordered to 
seize and confiscate the papers we have 
named : the Irish American, the New 
York JEfmcraldf and several other Fenian 
journals published in Buffalo and Chicago. 
The Irish Canadian is a weekly sheet, 
which, ita card informs us, is "printed 
" and published every Wednesday morn- 
" ing, for the proprieters, by Boyle and 
" Haynes, at the office, No. 37, Colborne 
" street, entrance on Exchange Alley." 
It is. a Fenian sheet, perhaps not of the 
most rabid, bnt certainly of the most de- 
voted kind ; the apologist and eulogist of 
the notorious Mike Murphy j the uphold 
der as martys to their country of the mur- 
derers of policeman Brett; nnd the de- 
fender of every assassination supposed to 
have been committed by tho (l brother- 
hood," which, as yet, has been brought to 
light. Ita " proprietors" are supposed to 
be the Hibernian Society of this city— of 
which "the departed" Murphy was the 
former President, and whose chair Boyle, 
one of the printers, at present holds. Mr. 
MoMiekftn, aauunpnniod fcy^ government 
detective, arrived here yesterday, and pro- 
ceeding to the offico of the paper there 
arrested Patrick Boyle and James E. 
Hynes, under the Habeas Corpus suspen- 
sion Act, at tho same time taking posses- 
sion of all tho manuscripts, papers and 
documents found either in tie office or at 
the respective residences of tho prisoners. 
These were all/sealed up and despatched 
to the Government at Ottawa. Subse- 
quently John Nolan, brother to the pre- 
sent Secretary of the Hibernian Society, 
and Owen Cosgrovo, the Grand Marshal, 
were also arrested, the former by detec- 
tive Shehan, of our own police corps. 
Though these arrests were made very 
quietly, tho report soon got abroad, nnd 
created quite a sensation and no little 
anxiety throughout the city. An at- 
tempt was made to send word across the 
wires to different quarters, but tho tele- 
graph was found to bo in the hands of the 
Government, and no messages of the kiud 
wcro allowed to bo transmitted. Tho 
wisdom of this precaution will ho seen be- 
foro long. Though wc understand some 
of the documents found in tho possession 
of tho prisoners aro of considerable impor- 
tance as confirmatory of the truth of the 
information of which the Executive is to 
a great extent in possession, it is feared 
that tho most valunblo portion of them 
wcro temporarily carried off. Wo aro in- 
formed that tho wifo of ono high in oflico 
in tho Socictv took passage by tho Grand 
Trunk west in tho afternoon, escorted to 
tho cars by her husband, who did not 
himself leave, and having in her posses- 
sion n oarpct-ba» which, judging from its 
appcaranco and dimensions, contained 
books as well ns clothing.

Guelph, May 5. 
Peter Mahon, arrested here, turns out 
to be one of the most ardent Fenians in 
Canada, and a leading member of the or- 
der in this section. His record is proof 
of this. Ho attended Fenian gatherings 
lately .held at Chicago and Cleveland; 
and at the former place was once overheard 
in close conversation with General O'Neill 

in reference to. the invason of Canada. 
O'Neill then spoke in a tone of disappro- 
val of the movement, when Mahon protes- 
ted at the General's seeming despondency 
or indifference, stating that he could guar- 
antee a general rising, if a scheme were 
again attempted. 

His family have a bad record. Of the 
whole number he is himself perhaps the 
most respectable. His father was arrested 
some years a<»o for counterfeiting, but es- 
caped through a flaw in the indictment. 
His brother served a.tcmriu gaol for rob- 
bery. . The party sent to arrest him 
reached his house about noon, and found 
the father, two other men and a sister at 
dinner. Follia went to the first under the 
pretext of selling apple trees. Mahon re- 
fused to buy any, but offered to direct the 
official to a neighbour who would. At 
this, chief cbnstablo Kelly and his assist- 
ant made a run for the houso. Mobon's 
sister whispered a word in his car and ho 
made towards a rear window, evidently 
with tho intcution of making his cscapo 
into tho woods. The detective ordered 
him to stand, and seeing reaistenco useless 
ho complied. Ho then demanded the war- 
rent, and on being shown it ho stated that 
ho did not deny being a Fenian at heart, 
nnd thought iC a shame of any Irishman 
who would ; but that ho did not bclievo 
infighting for them J that they had no- 
thiug against him, and desired to know 
how much bail would be received. 

I havo since learned that he was collect- 
or for tho wives of tho Manchester x and 
other Fenians killed or incarcerated in tho 
United Kingdom. A receipt was found 
on the prisoner, and at first supposed to 
havo been given by General O'Neill, but 
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vendors to tho somo effect as in Ottawa, a conversation with tho tavern kccper'haa 



and boforc ho arrived at tho Union depot 
tho train Had left. A description of tho 
passenger was immediately telegraphed 
along tho lino to Stratford and othor 
places t so that if tho books of tho Society 
havo really been carried from Toronto in 
this bag, they arc most likely in safe cus- 
tody bj thia time, whore tho lady iu ohargo 
of^ them has been discovered. The four 
prisoners, aftor a briof oxamination by the 
stipendiary, woro conveyed to gaol, where 
they now remain awaiting tho action of 
tho Executive. This worning Mr. Me- 
Mickcn loft for tho West, and will visit 
Gait and Saniin, at both of wjiioh places 
arrests will bo made. It ia ^eliovcd that

blunder and aggravates it by adding an 

expensive and futile policy in the matter 

of fortifications. 

We do not forget that a certain expen- 
diture on account of fortifications form one 
of the articles of the agreement entered 
into with the Imperial authorities in con- 
nection with the scheme of provincial 
Union. That, however, is one of the mis- 
takes of the negotiation, which the con- 
stituents of the provincial negotiators may 
properly Bubmit for revision. The Im- 
perial purpose is undoubtedly patriotic. 
It is intended to interest the people of the 
Dominion in measures of defence which 
directly concern their own welfare. The 
objection ia k that the particular measure 
proposed— the construction of fortifications 
at certain points in the provinces — in- 
volves, literally, an enormous waste of 
money. The fortifications may be built, 
but they will not protect Canada'from 
invasion. They may increase the security 
of perhaps a couple of places, and may 
serve as points of retreat for the Imperial 
troops; but as means of protecting the 

im. country they will be worthless. While, 
7 then, it is duty of the Dominion legisla- 
ture to carry out the compact entered into 
with the home authorities, it may with 
perfect propriety ask them for a reconsid- 
■ eration of so much of the bargain as was 
evidently agreed upon in ignorauceon one 
t side, and under the influence of inconsid- 
' erate impulse on the other. The subject 
is aot one of life or death. It may, with- 
out detriment to anybody but possible con- 
tractors, be postponed until next year. 
Arid Parliament may meanwhilo direct 
the reopening of correspondence with the 
British Government with the view of 
showing that, as sources of security for 
the Provinces, the proposed fortifiications 
will not be worth the cost of construction. 
The beat system of defence which 
Canada can adopt is a policy that will at- 
tract population, arrest the steam of em- 
igration from the Provinces themselves, 
promote the contentment and prosperity of 
the _ regulation* and encourage the spirit 
of patriotic and military ardor which has 
worked so wondrously in the United States. 
Whether 8ir George Cartier realizes these 
.considerations or not, we presume not to 
Bay. But most certainly the Militia Bill 
which hf is pushing through the House of 
Commons is not calculated, either by Its 
general 6Cope or the nature of its details, 
to promote the desired end. In its essen- 
tial principle, it is a reproduction of the 
scheme prepared by Col. Tyson, in 1862, 
and, like that scheme, its tendency is to 
deter strangers from seeking homes in 

^ Canada, to add to the motives wbioh al- 



A Brilliant Campaign. 

The New York Timti speaks in this 
way of General Napier's success in Abys- 
sinia: ".* On to MagdaU T has rjeeifahout- 
ed as loudly by some of the English papers 
during the last six months as ' On to 
Richmond!' was shouted bv some of the 
American papers in the early days of our 
late war. Geo. Napier, however, who is 
an old East India campaigner, paid no at- 
tention to these cries. He planned his 
campaign deliberately, and with a thorough 
knowledge of all its conditions ; he wrought 
out his plans carefully and without any 
show of heat or haste ; and now in due 
timCj by one or two brilliant strokes, he 
reaches the climax of his remarkable cam- 
paign, and brings the war to a victorious 
termination. So far as wo have been able 
to form an opinion of the conduct of opera- 
tions, it has indicated consummate -mili- 
tary akin." 

The New York Herald eays : "The 
commencement of this struggle was dne 
entirely to the folly and barbarism of 
Theodoras.' Folly and barbarism have 
again, and in a very emphatic manner, 
been taught at what level 1 to place them- 
selves in the modern world. The supposed 
impregnable fortress of Magdala has been 
captured, the prisoners are at liberty, and 
Theodoras; the fool and the tyrant, is no 
more. All this has been accomplished, 
id difficulties believed by many to 
be insurmountable, without the loss of a 
single life, so far as we know the facts, on 
the part of the tayadlng^prrper "The re- 

snlfc is a triumph' not puly to" civilLtation, 

but to something within civilization — to 
skilful -generalship and first-class military 
training. All the world rejoices that the 
prisoners are free ; few regret that Theo- 
doras bas perished, and fewer still have 
sorrow that the original objects of the ex- 
pedition have been so easily accomplished. 
* $ $ * g| r Robert Napier -has, 
meanwhile, won golden opinions, and has 
proved himself not only worthy of the 
illustrious family to which he belongs, and 
worthy of his day and generation, but 
worthy, too, of a first place in the front 
ranks of the military commanders of all 
times. He has proved himself a master 
of the grandest of all economies — the 
economy of human life." »•-*■». 

The New York Sun says'; « It is said 
•that the English will immediately retire 
from the country, satisfied with having 
defeated the army and killed the King. 
We trust that this will not be the order 
of the British Government. The presence 
of an English force and of British influ- 
ence in that part of Africa would be of 
advantage to civilization, and could pro- 
bably be made to pay. Wc hope, then, 
that the authoriticsof Downing street will 
resolve to take permanent charge of Abys- 
sinia. What an attractive idea, to add the 
dominions of the Queen of Shcba to the 
British Empire. The opportunity ought 
not to be wasted." 



Coming Again. 

" General" O'Ncil is stumping the west 

for the purpose of stirring up the Fenians 

to make another raid onCanadft, He was 

in Chicago the other day, and tho Pott 

thus speaks of his visit : 

" The excitement was intense, and did 
not subside until Gen. O'Ncil stepped for- 
ward and commenced bis speech, which 
was an urgentappeal to Irisjnnon to eprol 
themselves again, ready to march at once 
upon Canada. In appealing to them to 
take the field, he said ; We are ready to 
plaoe.our army in tho, field.' Aro you 
men of Chicago ready ? (Cries of " Yes, 
Yes."") Then, if you arc, when next wo 
unfurl the green flag it shall not be furled 
again; and we shall not come back. Shall 
we give up the cause because wc did not 
succeed in June, 1866? The men who 
think so are not fit to take part in such a 
movement, and the sooner they leave our 
ranks the better. Wo want men who will 
not give up, even though defeat and dis- 
aster |tarc them in tho faco.

slajn on each aide, about a hundred bayo- 
nets, a haversack case with the inscription, 
' Who fears to speak of the Irish Repub- 
lic?' a tumble-down stove, a writing desk, 
a score of benches, and perhaps a hundred 
Irishmen of all classes, complete the con- 
tents oLtberopnv^ T.he . QeaUe^of .the 
Circles-there are four in the city — opened 
the "meeting by desiring ; the' audience *to 
draw up their benches around tho table, 
when the object of the meeting was ex- 
plained, which was, to effect a more 
thorough organization of the .different 
Circles for the purpose of rendering more 
efficient service to the Brotherhood in its 
new enterprise against the British Empire, 
evidently for the purpose of correcting 
some erroneous ideas entertained by his 
audience, ifi assured thern at some length 
that the work' before the society of over- 
throwing the British Empire was 'no 
child's play.' He had recently had an in- 
terview with General O'Neil, and there

A miter in the Montteurdu Soir gives 
the following description of the Knglish, 
Bcotel), find Irish soldiers of tho British 
Arm v :— 

" The Kngliftiimon, properly 10 called, 
has but little taste for the profession of 
anus; but lie coon gets into the habit; 
and, for the Englishman above nil others, 
habit EOOrt bccowca a second nature. Once 
drilled and instructed he doca admirably 
well whatever ho docs. Jfc marches with 
perfect regularity, almost like an automa- 
ton ; aud he monecuycra with wonderful 
precision. A& u mark°mnn be ia astonish- 
ing—true, powder is abundantly &upplicd 
to him for practise. He obeys with re- 
markable punctuality ; he ts actually 
nuilcd to the post where he ia put; he 
never btira from it. With respect to in- 
tropid'ity — that is, the courage of remain- 
ing stationery— ho isouoof the finest mili- 
tary types', and of him it may be ni«i 
thut if the field of battle wcro swallowed 
up before him he would stand still un- 
moved among the ruins. But lie has, too, 
the defects of his qualities. He is tomc- 
what'sloft ou tho olfensivc. Ho requires 
to.bf commanded and directed. Ho has 
no 'sudden inspiration under fire. He 
must get precise orders which he will exe- 
cute punctually. He is somewhat of a 
grumbler, which, by the way, is no great 
fault. Ho is not expansive, yet he is 
more noisy and bustlitig than one would 
suppose. In a word, he is a solid com- 
batant, ond one of the good soldiers of 
Europe, though it is not bis vocation that 
has brought him under" colours." 

So much for the Englishman. Now 
for the Irishman : — 

"The Irishman is more warm and im- 
- pulfilVQ in his intercourse with others than 
the Englishman. He is rjuito as brave, 
but he is a little too fond of whiskey j he 
is very igaoMnt, consequently supersti- 
tious, faiibiBltc, and rough. Dul he has 
an excellent hejrt, he is devoted, aud does 
nut want a certain ardour which the gene- 
ral temperament of the army prevents 
utilizing. Moreover, lie has the intelli- 
gence of the combat, and gets quite im- 
passioned in it. It is to the Irish toldier 
that are owing certain changes which no- 
body expected, so little ure they in the 
British character." The sketch would 
not be completo without the Scotchm.in, 
and we gave his sketch in a recent num- 
ber.
